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One-Shot Solutions Fail to Correct Problem, Says Welfare Expert 


WASHINGTON — (NEA) 


—Take away, day light saving 
and juvinile delinquency will 
come to a sudden end. Why? 
Because when it gets dark 
earlier children will go home 
and keep out of trouble. 


This absurd-sounding advice is 


typical of the one-shot solutions 
people seriously submit as reme- 
dies for juvenile delinquency. Such 
wild ideas are continually present- 
ed to social workers, psychiatrists, 
legislators and public officials. 


Irrational though well-meaning, 


they indicate how grossly misin- 
formed the American public is 
about delinquency despite all that 
is written and said about it. 


"We have the average parent so 


mixed up that he does not know 
whether to spank his child or not," 
Dr. George S. Stevenson, Medical 
Director of the National Associa- 
tion of Mental Health, told a re- 
cent Juvenile Delinquency Confer- 
ence in Washington.

Here are the five big fables of 


juvenile delinquency, according .to 
Bertram M. Beck. Director of the 
Special Juvenile Delinquency Proj- 
ect at the Department of Health. 
Education and Welfare: 


First on the list and perhaps 


most prevalent is the idea you can 
stop delinquency by getting tough 
with all delinquents. It is true that 
a few troublesome youngsters have 
to be treated harshly—but not all 
of them, emphasizes Beck. 


"You have to handle a kid on 


the basis of what makes him tick," 
he says. The delinquent lives in a 
world full of hostility wher» one 
has to fight and grab. Thus in 
many cases the rough approach 
only confirms this attitude and 
generates more hostility. 


Second Falsehood 


Beck's second on the falsehood 


list comes under the heading of 
"punish the parents." This solu- 
tion is based on the theory that if 
parents are held directly account- 
able for the behavior of their chil- 
dren they will make sure their off- 
spring stay in line. 


Such a tactic docs not get to Uie 


heart of the matter. Beck points 
out, for a psychological difficulty 
cannot be outlawed. Take his ex- 
ample of a child left at home while 
the parents go out and drink. The 
child becomes a delinquent, docs 
some damage and the parents are 
fined. 


But leaving to drink is only 


symptomatic of the parents' feel- 
ing towards the child. Had they 
stayed at home it would have be- 
come evident in some other form. 
It is this feeling that cannot be 
controlled by law, says Beck. 


The "keep them busy" school 


constitutes another fable of juve- 
nile delinquency. Most of the rec- 
reational and social programs aim- 
ed at preventing delinquency are 
far off base, according lo Beck. 
This is because the hard core de- 
linquent rebels and stays far away 
from any type 'of organized group. 


A Good Job 


These programs do a good job in 


that they keep normal kids normal, 
observes Beck, but they never 
reach the really socially malad- 
justed youngster except by acci- 
dent. 


The fourth of Beck's fables con- 


cerns foreign born and minority 
groups. None of them, he says, has 
any inferior qualities that lead to 
juvenile delinquency, as many peo- 
ple believe. 


A 40-year study in Chicago shows 


certain slum areas maintained the 
same high rate of delinquency as 
various immigrant groups moved 
through them. And when, for ex- 
ample, the Irish, Italians and Jews 
were able to improve their stand- 
ard of living and assimilate into 
better communities, their delin- 
quency rate dropped. 


The fifth fable claims all delin- 


quents come from slums. Most do, 
but by no means all of them. 


"One 
of the newest wririkles in 


the juvenile delinquency picture," 
notes Beck, "is the fact that the 
rate of delinquency has increased 
more rapidly in the less densely 
populated areas than in the urban 
communities."

Gardeners Are 
Told of Bug; 
Controls Urged 


URBANA, 111. (Special)—Horn* 


gardeners whose 
plot 
includes 


young squash and pumpkin vines.' 
were warned today to be on the 
alert for squash bugs on the plants. 


The Illinois Natural History Surr 


vey Division of the Department of 
Registration and Education de- 
scribed the bugs as about five- 
eighths of an inch long, and of a 
brownish-black color. They appeal! 
mostly on the underside of the 
leaves. When crushed, they givt 
off a characteristic "stink bug" 
odor. The newly hatched insects 
have reddish heads and legs and 
green bodies. 


"The worst infestation of squash 


bugs ever to strike Illinois is now 
threatening crops of commercial 
growers in the area around Eure- 
ka (known as the pumpkin center 
of the United States), Morton, and 
Streator," Dr. J. M. Wright, asso- 
ciate entomologist of the Survey. 
said. "In some fields investigation 
has shown as many as 20 egg 
masses on one 
leaf—something 


previously 
unheard 
of in this 


state." 


So far this season commercial 


growers have found control meas- 
ures consisting of two sprayings, 
ten days apart, with dieldrin at th« 
rate of one-half pound of the insec- 
ticide to an acre to be thoroughly 
effective. 


The home gardener will do well 


to use the same material, in pro- 
portion, Dr. Wright said, but ha 
warned that dieldrin, while effec- 
tive, is a slow-acting insecticide. 
It may take several clays or a 
week for dieldrin spray to show re,-. 
suits. 


Dr. Wright also recommended 


that the home gardener place a 
shingle or a piece of board under 
the squash plants for the bugs to 
hide under. Each morning the gar- 
dener can turn the board over and 
crush the bugs that have collected 
under it during the night. This is 
a swifter means of control when 
only a few plants are involved, and 
it is most effective if done regular- 
ly each morning, in addition to 
spraying the plants with dieldrin.

Gte Factors 
T6 Control 
Bed-Wetting 


Eneurisis. or bed-wetting, Is one 


of the most difficult conditions to 
control. Many parent*, in their 
failure to understand the physical 
and emotional problems involved 
in eneurisis. themselves contribute 
to their offspring's lack of bladder 
control, the Educational Commit- 
tee of the Illinois State Medical 80^ 
ciety observes in Health Talk.. 


Many babies learn bladder con- 


trol within six months: others with- 
in two years of life. By the third 
year, however, if a baby has not 
learned to retain his urine, or, if 
a child once properly trained re- 
lapses into bed-wetting, careful 
medical study is indicated. 


Numerous causes are involved in 


bed-wetting, such as nervousness, 
poor nutrition, infections, inflam- 
mations and tenseness. 
Again a 


child may become excited in his 
happiness at play so that he loses 
bladder control. Relapses may oc- 
cur too on the arrival of a. new 
brother or sister into the home. 
Here jealousy is the cause. 


Check For Defects 


Thus, when bed-wetting persists 


after the age of three, a complete 
physical evaluation must be mads 
to rule out any physical defect. 
While must infections of the urin- 
ary tract respond to the present 
day drugs, very often surgery is 
required to correct any physical 
impairments. 


However, once the physical 


structure is found to be normal, 
careful psychological examination 
is in order. This is difficult in the 
very young child because of the 
inability to express his inner anx- 
ietie, feeling of insecurity and 
need for affection. 


In habit training, the mother 


s h o u l d not give the child any 
fluids after four or Tive p.m. If 
the child is thirsty, a few drops of 
water will suffice to moisten his 
lips and mouth. The child should 
be put to bed early, not later than 
7 p. m., and picked up regularly 
at 10 p.m. and sbc a.m. If the 
child is wet, variations of a half 
hour can be made. 


Parents should not demand ma- 


ture habits in a child. Urination in 
small children is entirely an auto- 
matic phenomenon brought on by 
pressure in the bladder. Gradually 
as he grows older the brain be- 
comes involved. But parents who 
make a big Issue of bed-wetting 
create 
psychological 
situations 


which are difficult to clear up. 


Happy Home Needed 


Some parents who fail to adhere 


to regular training habits also fail 
to provide a proper environment 
for the child. Babies do not re- 
spond well to home situations 
where there is constant bickering 
and quarreling. They need love, 
affection and understanding just 
as much as they require adequate 
nutrition and cleanliness. Studies 
have proved that bed-wetting rare- 
ly occurs in children from homes 
having a harmonious relationship. 


So. parents, the problem of en- 


eurisis. is really up to you. Do you 
ridicule, scold and punish your 
child? Do you make unfair compa- 
risons with other children? 


Once your physician has rulec 


out the presence of any physica1 
abnormality, help your child by 
creating a happy atmosphere abou 
(he home. Don't *hame the young 
ster. but make him understanc 
with your love and affection tha 
this is a bad habit which only h< 
can overcome. Let him know that 
you are standing by to help him at 
all times. 


Remember that eneurisis seldom 


occurs in, a child who lives in a 
happy home.

vicar apostolic of the Caroline- 
Marshall Islands in the South Pa- 
cific, raised his hand in bless-

the sirens of those 77 boats 


ripped the quiet Sunday afternoon. 
The sun' flashed on his golden mi- 
tre and the Italian fishermen aYid 
their families prayed for a year of 
safe voyage and good catch. 


Then Larry Hart of the local 


Chamber of Commerce drove us 
along the winding shore to,.Rocky 
Neck. In this artists' colony we 
dined at the Lobster House, built 
out over the blue water. 


After steamed soft clams with 


melted butter and of course strong 
hot clam juice in cups,

Newburg sauce.

pieces of fish dipped in batter, 


breaded and frozen. They look a 
little like French fried potatoes. 
Over 9,000,000 pounds were sold in 
the United States last year and 
American fishermen count on them 
to boost their industry. 


After broiled live lobster and 


old-fashioned 
strawberry . short- 


cake, we drove back to town. The 
fiesta was in full swing and fire- 
works broke into rainbows over 
those who go down to the sea in 
ships. 


Lobster Newburg Sauce 


Melt 2 tablespoons butter in top 


part of a double boiler. Remove 
from heat and blend in 1 table- 
spoon flour. Gradually add 1 cup 
light cream and return to heat. 
Cook, stirring until sauce is thick 
and smooth, but do not boil. 


Add 1 5-ounce can lobster meat 


broken into small pieces or same 
amount cooked fresh lobster. Add 
salt and cayenne pepper to taste. 
To 2 well-beaten egg yolks add a 
little of the hot sauce, then stir 
the mixture into the sauce. Cook 
over boiling water for 3 minutes, 
stirring: well. Add 2 tablespoons dry 
Sherry or 1 tablespoon lemon juice 
arid 1 tablespoon water.

old white 


houses built by whaling captains. 
Lots of good food, too. 


Frank and Maud Dinsmore, our 


hosts, met us at the wharf and 
took us to the Opera House res- 
taurant for luncheon. 
Owned by 


young Harold Gaillard and his 
wife, it has a bar that once be- 
longed to Anna Held and New 
England food glorified by interna- 
tional touches. 


Our menu: Clam chowder, strong 


with extra clam juice, sauteed 
plaice, a delicious local fish, with 
lemon parsley butter sauce, gen- 
uine Italian bread.'a wooden bowl 
with French salad—romaine and 
garden lettuce with subtly blended 
dressing of olive oil, wine vinegar 
and herbs. 


Ror our dessert, the French chef 


had glorified .New England Indian 
meal pudding traditionally made 
of yellow corn meal, scalded milk, 
butter and black molasses, long 
and slowly baked. But he made a 
souffle of it by adding several 
eggs. Just before serving, he pour- 
ed brandy over the top and ignited 
it. It was served flaming, with 
slightly softened French vanilla 
ice cream. 


The Dinsrnores arranged a clam 


bake for us near Madaket Bay. 
famous for its sweet little scallops. 
In one of the oceanside dunes that- 
protected us from the roaring surf. 


coals glowed in the pit where sell 
bass, clams, lobsters and com in 
husks cooked in sea weed.

grew dark while we ate and «tars 
came out over the Atlantic. 


When we sailed away, friends

local Old Peoples' Home.
